LATEST WAR NEWS 

Diplomatic aaghrKtef of the Cnited 
States were suspended temporarily 
yesterday pending the news nt the re- 
ception of the note to Germany in 
Berlin. President Wilson is holding 
ip a vigorous protest to Great Bri- 
tain on the interference with Ihiited 
States shipphig until he can see his 
way clear in the German situation. If 
the situation does not Improve an ex- 
tra session of Congress may be nulled. 

\n blteraattes fact m connection 
with the German submarine warfare 
i- contained in n djspatch fn*n Lon- 
(k-ni which *ays that* for the week end- 
ing July H not a Ikriteish merchant 
ship or fishing craft was sunk by Ger- 
man .submarines, cruiser* or mines — 
the first instance of the kind since 
the war began. The »»rltish have oc- 
cupied Sukesh-Sheyukh, on the Eu- 
phrates river in Arnola. 

In the drive toward the Polish cap- 
ital the Russians have been pressed 
back on The Blonie rTadarzyn front, 
which they strongly occupy, together 
with the outlying defenses of Ivan- 
gorod. Berlin ikeclares that the army 
of Gas, van Wowr*ch has driven the 
Russians into the fortre.* of Ivan go- 
rod, to the southeast of the capital, 
nnd is now closely investing the 
stronghold with its twelve forts- 
nine on the right baak of the Vistula 
and three on the left bank of that 
river. 

There is little in the official state- 
ment issued from general headquar- 
ters at petrograd to contradict the 
t-hiitras set up by the Vust ro-Germans. 
but there are indications in all of the 
commorient ions thut fighting of 
most desperate nature la in progress 
at various points, ami that the Rus- 
■ains, though falling back, are resist- 
ing with determination. 

Rome reports the falter* of the 
Austrian attempt toc.it off the Italia" 
left, and n "noteworthy advance" by 
the Italian forces at several points.

The governors will holil n 
I pleasant and informal debatsng M 
j<ie»y. at which the work of their 
trade will lie discussed, mmh M 
when the editor? or the phetuglg- 
phers or the manufacturers get tn- 
L-. 'l-i r to talk over their mutual in- 
terest*. 

T-his dees rot mean that a gover- 
nor of a state is nit an kaporiaMil 
personage. Probably he is more M 
than he was tv»eni> ..v....; -sc. Th» 
old style executive was suppe-ed to 
aiiopt a dignified seclusion, making 
recommendations it. an academic 
aay. Commonly the legislature 
dropped them in the wnste bast.et. 
These are more important days. The 
people want to tret things d ine. They 
look at a governor as their executive 
agent for the relief of a thousand 
needs, most of which are out of his 
province altogether. 

The failure of the "house of gov- 
ernor.-." as a positive national force 
does not indicate that the governors 
as a whole are a group of mediocre 
men. Rather the difficulty is the in- 
tense indrvidtiality of all of our lo- 
cal communities. 

Legislative bodies, from the Tinted 
States satiate down to a city council, 
are jealous of their own preroga- 
tives. They nre suspicious of MMM 
and movements originating at a dis- 
tance. The fact that, the "house of 
governors*' wanted a certain thing 
might hurt the passage of a pro- 
posed act in many legislature-, rath- 
er than help it.

made up his mind that this lift is not 
with the living and has determined 
to end it. While this phasa of mrd 
summer madne-s may be MrtttUp M 
counted for. it is impossible to gjve 
reasons for other horrifying deed- 
except on the grnuads of weuther in 
sanity. It is quite time thint the dm 
tors and the psvt hologists were l*ol 
log into the matter and trvlng to ex- 
plain the meaning of it all'.
